SOVIET DEL REITERATED THAT COMMISSION S CENTRAL CONCERN 
SHOULD BE KEY SOCIAL QUESTIONS. REVIEWING ECOSOC MANDATES. 

HE SAID COMMISSION WAS DEPARTING FROM PRIORITIES SET BY 
INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY. UKRAINE CONCURRED. 
BRITISH ASKED IF THEY WERE DEALING WITH POVERTY OR ALLEVIATING 
POVERTY, AND IF THERE WERE ADMINISTRATIVE PROBLEM IN 
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SECRETARIAT WHICH DIVIDED WELFARE PROGRAMS FROM DEVELOPMENT. 
THAILAND SAW NO DISTINCTION BETWEEN WELFARE AND SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT. 

EGYPT EMPHASIZED CULTURAL AND SOCIAL COMPONENTS AS ACCEPTED 
PART OF INTEGRATED PROGRAM. WHEN ITALIAN DEL ASKED HOW TO 
GET OUT OF DILEMMA OF THESE TWO EMPHASES (SOCIAL WELFARE AND 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT), CHAIRMAN EXPRESSED VIEW IT NEEDED 
FURTHER CONSIDERATION. US DEL (PICKER) 

NOTED MEMBERS HAD SAID BOTH EXPLICITLY AND IMPLICITLY 
THAT SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT WAS TAKING PRECEDENCE OVER SOCIAL 
WELFARE, AND THIS WAS REFLECTION OF THE TIMES. SHE ASKED 
IF COMMISSION SHOULD NOT DECIDE ON ITS PRIORITIES AND HAVE

ALTHOUGH EFFORT WAS MADE TO COMBINE VARIOUS ITEMS ON

AS EXTENSIVE AS AGENDA FOR CURRENT SESSION. AFTER ADOPTION, 

UK AND AUSTRIAN REPS REQUESTED THAT SECRETARIAT USE HOLISTIC 
APPROACH IN DISCUSSING ITEMS. FAO OFFERED TO ASSIST IN 
PREPARING REPORT ON FOOD FOR ITEM 5; SOVIETS URGED THAT REPORT 
INCLUDE DEMOCRATIC AGRARIAN REFORM, OR OTHERWISE BE 
MAINTAINED AS SEPARATE ITEM; CHILE REQUESTED WHO'S 
COOPERATION SO HEALTH ASPECTS OF FOOD COULD BE INCLUDED; 

AND FAO REP ASSURED BOTH THAT REPORT WOULD COVER ALL AREAS 
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OF FOOD PRODUCTION, DELIVERY, AGRARIAN REFORM, AND 
HEALTH. (OURTELS 226, 227, 235) 
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FARJADO (COLOMBIA) WAS NOMINATED TO SERVE ON UNRISD BOARD 
DURING 23RD SESSION OF COMMISSION FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT AND 
WAS LATER DISQUALIFIED BECAUSE HE WAS EMPLOYED BY UN. 

AT CURRENT SESSION HE WAS NOMINATED AGAIN, AND DIS- 
QUALIFIED AGAIN BECAUSE HE IS PRESENTLY EMPLOYED BY UN. 

CHAIRMAN HAS NOW NAMED STAVENHAGEN (MEXICO) IN PLACE OF 
FARJADO. AND COMMISSION RAISED NO OBJECTION. (USUN'S A-70) 

HABITAT PREPCOM- 

THOUGH THERE WAS STRONG SUPPORT FOR NGO INVOLVEMENT IN VANCOUVER 
CONFERENCE, SOVIETS AND BRAZILIANS SUGGESTED PLAYING DOWN 
THAT ASPECT OF CONFERENCE. ONE POINT NOTED BY BRAZILIANS. 

AND GENERALLY RECOGNIZED, WAS THAT NGO S STILL PREDOMINANTLY 
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FROM INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES. USDEL TOOK ISSUE WITH BRAZIL, 

AND AUSTRALIANS VIGOROUSLY SUPPORTED NGO ACTIVITIES. NGO 
COMITE FOR HABITAT INDICATED IT WILL TRY TO RAISE FUNDS TO

UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL- 

BECAUSE OF LENGTHY OPENING CUBAN INTERVENTION, DISCUSSION 
IN GC OF REPORT OF ADMINISTRATOR ON "STANDARD AGREEMENT WITH 
GOVTS" WAS LONGER THAN EXPECTED. CUBAN DEL APPEARED MIFFED 
THAT CUBA WAS SPECIFICALLY MENTIONED IN REPORT, CLAIMING 
PATENT RIGHTS QUESTION REFERRED TO WAS MATTER BETWEEN UNDP 
AND CUBA ONLY. CUBAN POSITION WAS SUPPORTED BY POLES AND 
SOVIETS, LATTER ASSERTING ITEM WAS NOT TECHNICAL AGREEMENT

HE SAID ADMINISTRATOR WILL CIRCULATE FULL TEXT OF AGREEMENT 
WITH COMMENTARY WITHIN FEW WEEKS, AND HE PROPOSED CONTINUING 
DISCUSSION IN JUNE. USDEL SOUGHT AND RECEIVED ASSURANCES 
THAT ONGOING NEGOTIATIONS WOULD NOT BE HELD UP AND POST- 
PONEMENT WOULD NOT AFFECT PROJECT DELIVERY. GC AGREED TO 
NOTE REPORT AND CONSIDER MATTER NEXT SESSION ON BASIS OF 
ADDITIONAL DOCUMENTATION AND COMMENTS DURING CURRENT DEBATE. 

TAKING UP INTEGRATION OF WOMEN IN DEVELOPMENT, GC CONSIDERED 
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UNDP ACTION IN RESPONSE TO GA'S PROGRAM OF ACTION FOR 
ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER, WITH 
SPECIAL CONSIDERATION GIVEN WOMEN'S ROLE IN DEVELOPMENT. UNDP 
DOCUMENT CONTAINING RECOMMENDATIONS FOR ACTION DESIGNED TO 
FURTHER GOALS OF INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR 1975 WAS 
INTRODUCED BY MRS. OLIN, UNDP SENIOR PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT 
OFFICER. ASYG SIPILA ALSO SPOKE, AND 31 DELS, INCLUDING US,
